Although the remittances to the South for the
movement of the gottoa crop have fairly begun, and
Blthough the grain of the West 14 coming steadily to
Eastern ports, the money market duriug the week
wWas eady at all rates below the legal figure. The
extreme range on call loans was from four to seven
per cent, the former belng the excepuon only on
pleage of government collaterals, Despite Lhis eage
there 18 & very unsettled feellog in the street, reflected
more particularly In the discounting of business
paper, which Is negotiable outslde of the Lanks
only at extreme rates a8 compared with the
fOgure on call loans, The banks are dolng a
good deal for their regular customers, the late panle
In the slock market warning them againss the great
risk of stook logns, the old proverh being verifted,
that the greater the inierest the greater the risk. It ls
dimcult to tancy why capitalists and money lenders
Btll retain thelr preference for employing their
funds on call at rates so far below those at which
they can purchase first class mercantile paper. The
money ienders who frequent Wall stroet are infatu.
ated with wbe plan of lending their money from day
to day, on stocks, often obtmining at this time only
five per cent for 118 uee. There ecems to be &
Micawber-llke tralt in their character which
induces them to walt for someshing to turn
up which will gratfy thelr desire for
large returns npon thelr investments. The experi-
ence hag been so often repeated of & week ora
month of stringency which has given them, in the
way of Interess, nore than they could earn uil the
Jear round by a permancnt Investment In paper or
other time loan that they take the chances of the
frequent recurrence of such periods, The business,
however, 18 being done into the ground. The diver-
Blon of loose capital to Wall street |8 80 great thut
more than suMclent 18 now offering to all the various
glassea of borrowers whose transaotlons are con.
pected with the Stock Exchange. FHepce wo
flod accounts made up every day as early
as two o'clock, and balances geeking employ-
ment after that hour at low rates of
interest. 1t 18 not within the range of probability
that this ease in the money market will outlass the
period to the new year, But that there will be an
sggravated stringency there is good reason for
doubt, The bauks are ina strong position—much
Btronger than they wera last year, when they did
not have the warning of so disastrous o panic to
koep them out of the stock market. It 18 a notorions
fack that they were, unil within a few weeks, the
chief support of the Wall street speculators; but the
lesson of the recent crisis has tauglt tnem to be

more prudent., AL the close of bLusiness last
night they held twenty millions of dollars in
excess of the legal Teserve,  Ouc-hall to

three-quarters of this sum served to meet
the Bouthern and Western demand for currency
during November of last year. This season we have
already metn large portion of this demand. The
draln has beeu going quietly and almost impercepti-
bly. The cotton crop a0 far 18 a hundred thousand
bales in excess of the corresponding period of last
year. But the money muarket hes not reflected
the increased receipts of the staple. Again, the
practice of shipplug cotton direct from Southern
ports 15 becoming more wide-spread every year, So
much less money 18 therefore drawn from New York.
©On the other hand, the grain crop 18 50 much cheaper
in its entire valuation that we shall oot have
to ehip as much money westward, as
asually. Were these facls  more  generally
koown and appreciated Ly the money lenders who
are hanging about the precinets of the Btock
Exchange walting for an evenunality that may plve
them exiravagant rates of interest, would use their
funds in other channels and stimulate o healthier
tone in the general business and enterprise of the
metropolis.

The weekly statement of the assoclated banks

gubmitted on Saturday 8 not a favora-
ble ome, but was recelved Withent much
comment, There 18 a loss 1o reserve of over

two millions, about eqnally divided between
specte and legal tenders. The decrcase in specle 1s
due to the heavy customs payioents of the week and
to the ahipment of specie to Doston and Philadel-
plia.

Cheap gold was the by-
word under which this movement was started, and,
a3l to give support to thelr argnmenrs thay the
precious metal was rullng Tar below its real value,
they took the whole governwment ofering of that day.
The subsequent course of the markel shows, how-
ever, that all this dash and bravado were the cover
to a “bear” movement and to induce the few ontside
gpeculators, who have money aud courage enone oy
to buy, to take the gold whieh the cligue were secretly
gelling. The time has gone by for bull movements
n gold. 'The Iate crists was their deathexnell, While
gold may not do to sell “suort” however, because
the lmportda have been running heavy for some
weeks pust, the flattering extent of the colton erop
and whe success and prompiness of the marketing of
& large portion of it certalnly present temptations
that way.

t will be recollected that Hery Scunell, who lmd
been for g long dlme a vesulens of Japun, eame to
El Dorgido counly some time m Juue or July jast
and made o purchase of some inmds at Gold ), ror
the purpose of esiablishing s Japanese colony, to be
conducted uEun e co-pperative labor system, anad
for the direct purpose of engaging i the culture of
the ten plant, the ofl plant, wax and mulberry
trees, and the manufaciare of sk, On a
recent visit to tue colouy we had the plessure of
an interview with  Herr Schnell, froin whom
wao learned the desigus of the colony, and woere
permitied to  make a pergonal inspecuon  of
thie results of the experimenia already fmade. We
are 1 thit the prospect of the eative suceess
of his scheme was fully equal to b8 most samoine
expectations. The ten seeas, although planted at
the most unseasonable part of the Year, gave evi-
deneer of a thrilty growtih and of vigorous heath.
It seems that o large number of seeds planted falled
to germinate, but this it wus discovered was owing
1o the lmlpl.'rlautlou of the serds, by reason of tne
fatlure of the persons from whom the scecs were
ordered to furnish  sufcient vuantity of new anl
freal seeds and which had not been lnspected uuttl
after thetr arrival In Callfornla, and when it was too
lute to remedy the oversight for the present season.
We observed, however, that notwlithstanding the
unfavorable scason for planting the geriminating
peeds were guite nuamerous and new plaois were
dally making their appearance.

There are a largo number of mulberry trees thnb
are perfectly lmu.un{ 1n appearance, and we wore
lformaed by Schnell that the deations were in the
highest degree favorable to nitimate perfoction of
growih; thas the soil and elimate seemed to be weil
pdapted to the culture of the muiberry and the
heaih and vigor of the silkworm. Many of tho
mulberry roots, which st one tune appearsd to lan-
wuish, are now giviog signs of rencwed [ife aod
strength, and there appears to be scarcely o shadow
of the complete success of the expernuent, i this
dopartinent, at least,
